The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 -1 2 are allowable in that none of the art determines the aptitude for a 
task by stimulating the subject with a flicker and having the subject perform secondary 
task. Silberstein 5331969 performs a similar method to identify neurological 
dysfunction. The current claims distinguish of Silberstein in that Silberstein does not 
compare the SSVEP to known SSVEP responses from people with high and/or low 
aptitudes for the task. Silberstein compares the SSVEP responses to people with 
known conditions, tumor, brain injury, dementia etc. While it is true that people with 
these conditions may have a low aptitude for a cognitive task, there is no a one to one 
correspondence. In other words, someone with a brain injury could still have a high 
aptitude for a cognitive task. Therefore, the claims define over the art of record.
